The Americans return home to de- 
scribe China as a strange and illogical 
country——a land of injustice and cruel- 
ty. Yet in the

SPEECH AT MEDICAL CONVENTION 


Dr. _Robert A. Peers, ou going presi- 
dent of the California Medical As:ocia- 
tion and leader of the political machine 
ruling that body, expresses the typical 


laeas of such machine-like — politicians, 


and links the failings of the Roosevelt. 


regime with real radical principles in 
a curiously Nazi-like manner. 

In a speech to the convention of the 
Association, he speaks in the same breath 
of “neoplastic growths of social medi- 
cine,” “socialistic. and communistic fan: 
tasies,” and the diseases of the Roose 
velt government, “boondogging-itis, total] 
l.arlan-itis, prosperity -by-scaree- itis.” 


THAT NAZI FLAVOR 

I find a familiar ring to this. As a stu- 
dent in Austria, I and my fellow-stu- 
dents were afflicted with the same sort 
of demagogic boloney from the followers 
of one Adolph Hitler. They would say, 
in effect, “Heil! the Communists, Social: 
ism, and socialized medicine are terrible 
because these are the same as liberalism, 
and look at all the mistakes the liberals 
have made. Heil!” 

Roosevelt certainly is no liberal, and 
Dr. Speers probably is no Nazi, but the 
analogy holds good. 

No, Dr. Peers, we Communists deny 
that, the burocracy and_ idiocies of the 
Roosevelt regime have anything to do 
with Communism or socialized state medi- 
cine, any more than your Republican 
Party or Liberty League has anything 
to do with any sort of progress other than 
the Progress of Profits. 


DELIBERATE CONFUSION 


In one part of his speech, Peers “de 
plores” the movement for state medi 
-cine and in another, he advocates as a 
solution to our porblems, compulsory 
health insurance, which js a form of 
state medicine, This is not Stupidity but 
is a deliberate attempt to confuse the 
issue, which is frequently practiced by 
recationary top officials of the national] 
and state medical associations. They do 
not want the slightest change from the 
present situation, but must offer some 
sort of lip service to the mildly-progres: 
sive group within their own organiza 
tions. 

Such reactionary officials represent the 
real interests of a small] group of doctors 
who are financially far in advance of 
the rank-and-file, and of the racketeer- 
ing physicians. Both of these same groups 
would lose through socialized, state medi- 
cine, the wealthiest doctors because their 
incomes would be reduced, and the rack: 
eteers because they would not be able 
to practice their rackets. All other doc: 
tors’ incomes would either remain the 
same or be raised considerably
